To one coming on the Denver train 
from the south the bare, forsaken 
and bald appearance presented by the 
Decatur public schools and grounds 
emphasize the poverty of civic and 
esthetic pride which exists in the citi­ 
zenship of this town. The unadorned 
condition of the building and premises 
is and should be a source of depres­ 
sion and diseouragment to the beauty 
and order loving patrons of this our 
most vitally useful local educational 
institution. 
If the average Decatur 
parent acutely realized the influence 
of environment on the growing boy or 
girl he would at once endeavor to 
achieve nobler and more beautiful 
surroundings for his 
offspring in 
whatever situation they were placed. 
A child’s most lasting and impressive 
recollections are thrown around and 
associated with the environments in 
which he received the rudiments of an 
education. 
And there is no singular­ 
ity about this either. From eight to 
nine months of every year of a school I 
boy or g irl’s life from the age of 
seven to approximately seventeen are 
spent in restricted confinement to the 
school premises whereon his educa­ 
tional training is being advanced. 
Consequently his subsequent life and 
manners reflect the nature of the con­ 
ditions which are so intimately before 
his eyes thruout his formative exist­ 
ence. 
These first years should be 
enriched with enobling and human- 
izi ng impressions 
and 
influences. 
School 
children 
most 
especially, 
should be taught lessons of order and 
beauty from objects upon which their 
impressive gaze falls for so long and 
continuous a period. The danger is 
that rough men and women may grow 
from girls and boys restricted to un­ 
couth 
surroundings. The 
schools 
should be made a place to supplement 
the efforts of the parents in their 
heaven-born endeavors to train these 
children to a love of beauty, order 
and gentleness in these lives. 
We 
have philanthropic men and women 
in Decatur and we should think they 
would be moved to improve the con­ 
ditions surrounding our school as a 
timely and just desert to boys and 
girls out of whom we hope to make 
gentlemanly men and womanly wom­ 
en! v women of the future. 
It is a 
civic duty staring the parents of this 
community in the face today. 
It is 
not alone a civic duty, it is a moral 
and political obligation. 
We cannot 
hope to contribute our quota of ideal 
men and women to embellish the ranks 
of the world unless—while we have 
them in the mould—we impress on 
them ineffacably the characteristics 
and hall-marks which we would have 
them bear thru their lives. 
The Mes­ 
senger knows that there are good men 
and women in this town who are plan­ 
ning to do some good for progress 
and civilzation, who wish to convert 
theoretical christianity and religion 
into practical deeds and doings. 
Let 
them form a “ Society for the Embel­ 
lishment of the Public School.” They 
can enlist the enthusiasm and finan­ 
cial support of practically every citi­ 
zen of the town and we believe sin­ 
cerely that such a movement could 
not fail.
